Under Way Again-The Missing
Witness not Forthcoming,
and the Trial Proceed-
ing Without im,

The Court Refuses to Admit the Aflida-
vits of Neil McLaughlin,

The Commonwealth Closes its Case—
The Defense,

Wiy morning at 10 o'vlock Judge Tadlow openod
thes Court of Guurter Sdssions lor the purposc ol
oroceeling with the trial of the would-e assissing
uf Revenue Detective Brooks in such manner a8 the
cordlition of the cage required, -

The name of Oflcer Kelly, No. &, Seventeenth
Police district, was called, hu® uo response was made,

Mr, Gibbons stated that every effort tad been
made by the Mayors force to fad this mnn, hut
without succeas, ptvl he did not feel ut Hharty to ine
niet upon the jury the penalty ol o furthey Iimprison-
ment, and therefore wouid not ssll another adjonrn
ment, but would procecd with the trial and folsh it
If poesiple to-duy,

Oficer Scott, of Now York, wis recalled to prove
the dates of the arrest of the prisoners in New Yors,
#nd thelr dellvery to the Philadelphin anthorities,

Mr. Dwight then olfered In evidence, a8 i part of
the Commonwenalth’s case, the two nMdavies of the
witness Nefl MeLanghiing saying that he wWas poe.
pired to suppovt the oifer by authorty.

On the part of the defense, Mr. Mann objected,
first, because the Comwmonwealih e il not be
allowed to contradict or Lmpeach the testimony of
het own witness, Many mistakes were made in the
din of the hne and cry against these prisoners, wiion
was far greater than that ralsed when a citizen
called & policemen to arrest i thiel and was himself
arrested witle the thief was pllowed o escape—
which happoned {n thia city within the past ten
days. bight could not be lost of the fact that Neil
McoLaughlin, whose amidavits were olfered, was a
Commonwen!th's witness ; but there seemedl th be a
disposition to charge him to the defense; and a
newspaper yesterday, in alearned article, accused
connsal for the defense of Infamy in using him as a
witness on thelr gide of the caseg, when the mem-
bers of the press now af tie biar of the court Know
that he was offerod by the Commotwealth, and not
even crossoxsmined by the defense,

Judge Ludlow requested Mr, Mann to confine hig
remarks to the question before Tim, nimely, the ad.
misdloility in evidence of the afdavits of the wit-
ness McLaughlin,

Mr. Mann then resnmed his argument, addressing
nmuself to his case like a lawyer, speaking law awd
citing authoritivs in support of his position.

Mr. Dwight answered, also citing many davisions
of our Supreme Court as sustainlong Ls ofler,

Mr. Givhons followed, saying that e hwd beew by
duty bound to vaell MeLaughlin for the Commor-
wealth, for it was upon his testimony that the pre-
septmentof the Grand Jury was found. Trae it was,
Mr. Mann did not eross-exmmnine this witness, be-
canse histestimony was wholly In fovor of the de-
fense : but when Mayor Fox was called and proved
that MeLaoghlin hiad previously muade a differont
statoment, e was rigidly crossexamined, and his
reference to the written statements was strenuously
o d. The defense would have had a perfect
ﬂr t to demand that these statements should be

ven to the jury instead of the uncertaln recollee-

on of the Mayor, The Court amd  jury
wore both entitled to have the trath of
ihe cise, N0 matter from which alde
it came. If the prinelple contended for by the de-
fense were established, corruption wid decelt would
trivmply, this conrt might a8 well be abolished, for
an asspssin or other felon could not be convicted,
should a man be charged with wurder, and three
witnessos appear before the Chief Alagisirate of the
city and swear that they saw the murder, and that
the prisoner was the man who cominlited it of
conrse it conld not be known what passed lo the
Grand Jury rootn, bint an eietnent wis { present-
ment; snd then upon the trinl these three men, ong
after another, shonld face the prisoner and say he
wis 1ot the man, then where would you be?  Where
would justice be ?

Mr. Cassidy, 1n closing the oljection, sald that My,
Gibbons had been carrled away by Dig own sensp-
tional declaration upon the merits of the case, as
puch as Mr. Mann could be sald Lo have gone ont of
the case to Haht the gewspaper worlil,  Contenting
himsell with this Httle divergenes, e wentlswan

Destenctive Fires and Loss of Life.

Arsany, Oct. 28.—A fire broke out in the
crockery warehonse ol Van Hensen, Charles &
o, in James strect, in this city, Inst night.
The loss 1s esthmated ot 250,000, and the insu-
rance amounts to 50,000 on the bullding and

The Earl of Derby,

A cable tolegram annonnces the death of
the most distinguishod statesmen which the nine-
tecnth century has prodoced In Bogland, the vene-
rable Earl of Dethy, who hold, until within @ yeur
or 0 past, the position of ackaowicidged leader of
the conservative party.

Edward Geoflrey Suith the f[ourteenth
Earl of Derby, aud Baron Stanley, was borngon the
ooth of March, 170, at Knowsley Tark, Lanonahive,
The Earldom of Derby, which he lnherited, and
which now descenda o his eldest son, Bdwarnd
Hengy Smith Stanley, styled by courtesy Lord Stan.
ley, W conferred by Henry VI in 1455, apon the
then representatives of the old and herole Stanley
family of Lapcashire, for mots of devotion to the
soverelgn and manly prowass upon the celobpratod
field of Bosworth. 1t bas thus remined n the
Stanley fumlly for nearly our centuries, and during
that long period the title hes been horne by many of
the most illustrions men who fgure in the lnui:_-rr
of Englan®  For more than two centurles the
Earis of Derby algo held the Rovereignty of thae
Isie of Mun, nnder the suzeralaty of the King of
Euglund, and It was not until the rolgn or George
11 thiat this soverelguly was Lransierred to the Bri.
tish Crown,

At an early age, the lato Earl was sent to Eion
Colloge, from which imstitotion, after the customary
lerm of resldence, he was entered as g studeut {jl
Christchurch College, Oxford. During his academie
Mmer he attained to more Uan otdinary distinotion
but never graduated. In 1681, when he haq m;;q;
Witained his majonty, he eutered upon his long po-

ber of Parliament for the borough of Stockbridge.
It was not until March G0, 1824, however, that he
ventured to address the HNouase, Concerning this
speech, which was upon the Manchoester Gaalight
bill, Hangard, the chronicier of Parlinment, says
thnt Mr. Stanley addressed the House “in a malden
speech of much clearpess and ability,” Following
np the snccoss which attended his Grst giort, lie soon
attained o high roputation as a debater, and took
rank among the most prominent lenders in the Whig
opposition to the then ministry of Lord Liverpool

In 1820 his constituency was trunsferred to the
borough of Preston, Lancadilre, and on the 11th of
March in the following year he entere 1 upon a Gov-
einment office, becoming Under-Sceretary for the
Coloples in the administration of Canning. This
ofMiee he continued to Lold after Canning’s death,
retminiug It untll the dissolution of the Goderich
(Ear! of Ripon) Cabinet, Im January, 1823, I'he three
vears of the Wellington government which followed
this change found Mr. Stanley among thelirat and
most eloquent of the prominent men who then sat o
the House of Commons. In 150, wihoen the reform
Cabinet of Lord Qrey waa formed, he accopied the
position of Chiefl Secrotury of Ireland, one Involving
great labor and responsibility, together with a seat
in the Cabinet, an honor which (8 rarely united with
thut appointment, Being required, according to the
custom, to resign his seat o Parliament and go he-
fore his Preston constituents for re-election, he did
80 and sustalned defeat at the hands of the radical
agltator, Henry Huut; but he was soon after re-
turned for the borough of Windgor, on the rotire-
ment of Bir Hussey Vivian, He continued to ropre-
sent this borough until 1852, when he secured a seat
for one of the divisioas of Luncashire,

In the great Pavllamentary struggle of 15029,
which resulted in the passage of the reform bill, the
church temporalities bill, and the bill 1o establisy
pational educution in Irelnnd, My, Stanley took a
brilllant and etfective part. His speeches duriag
that stoymy sesslon, in reply to the llerce assaults of
Dantel O'Connell, Richard Tabor Shedl, and others,
are splendid efforts of parlismentary cloquence. In
1888 My, Stunley exchanged the troublesome oMos of
Chief Becretary for Irelamd for that of Secretary of
State for the Colonies, He was nominated to this
post with the special object of carrying the abolition
of glavery in the West Indieg, which was effected
tinder his anspiees,

In the following year, on the death of his gramd-
tather and the soecession of his father to the earl-
dom, he became known by the conrtesy title of Lord
Stanley, and in the same year retived reom the Cabl-
net in company with Sir James Graham, the Earl of
Ripon, apd the Duke of Richmomd, in consequences
of hisand kis three oellepgued’ nol-conenrrence with
the ministerial proposition to appropriate the surplos
funds of the Irish Church BEstablishment for secular
education.

In the brief administrution of 8ir Robert Peel (Dec,,
15, to April, 1888), Lord Stanley refised to take
offlee, But long before the six vears of the Whig
dominion under Lord Melhourne had elapsed, lie and
his followers, facetiously knowa as “the Canning
leaven of the Whig administravion,” were found
voting steadily with the conservatlve opposition, as
avowed members of the congervative party. In 1541
the Whigs went out of offiee, and Siy Hobert Peel
formed a cabinet in which Lord Stanley ocenpied a
seat as Colonial sectetary,

In 1544, while his father was still lving, he was
summoned by writ to the llouse of Peers ns Baron
Stanley of Blekersiaile, nad assnmid the leadership
of the conservative party in that bady, When Sir
Labert Peel resolved, In 1545, 10 adopt a froe-trade
policy and réemove prohibitive dutles on foreign
grain and bresdstuns, Lord Stanley loft the Cabine
and became the lepder of the protectionist oppo-
sltion,

When, in Docember, 1545, Sir Robert tendered his
resignation to the Quesn, Lord Stanley was invited
by her Majesty, at the (ngtance of Lord -'llllf&"ilﬁhl‘".
to form a protectionist Cabinst, bul he resolutely de-
elined the oifer.
